Worms, as foon as they began to fcratch it, and died about an hour atter the firft came 

forth, and that others began to appear. 

3. It were a pleafant thing, to tell a Man that his Kidneys were of the fubftance of a 
Muf-room ; yet ‘tis whathasheen judg’dof a Man, who, after grievous pains, which 
werealways thought to be the Stone, voided from time to time finall Mufhrooms, as 
others do Stones. 

4 "Tis well enough known what a different Vertue fome Waters have to congeal, 
to transform Subftances, éc. In Hungary, at a little Village call’d Smalnik, there 
is a Rivulet which changes Particles of Iron into Copper.

‘This proves what 
feveral Authors have affirm’d, that there is often form’d in Man’s Body feveral Plants 
and Animals which we fee are form’d inthe Earth, as Ears of Corn, Serpents, Froggs, 
Rats, and {uch like.

cage Treatife of Laffantius is without doubt one of the beft and richeft Difcove- 
vies that have been made in this laft 4ge, in relation to Manufcripts. 

St. Hierom certainly had heardof it, but it appears by the Title, he gives it in his 
Gatalogue of Illuftrious Writers, Of the Perfecution of the Church,that this rare Ma- 
nufcript never came to his hands, finceits true Title is Of the Death of the Perfecuters 
of the Church. 

In this Work Laéfantius did propofe tohimfelf, to fet forth the Punifhments which 
God hath inflicted on thofe Princes who have perfecuted the Church, and by what ter- 
rible Deaths he hath aveng’d himfelf on thofe wicked and proud Adverfaries. 

He inftances in the feveral Deaths of Nero, Valerianus, Maximianus, Galerius, 
Dioclefianus ; And befide which things which refpe& particularly the care which God 
takes of revenging his Church, there is likewife to be found here feveral Hiftorical 
Matters of Fa, which have been miftaken for many 4ges: And here are difcover'd 
feveral Errors committed by Baronius, Odoricus Reinaldus, Bolandus, Henfchenius, 
Valefius, and Petavius. 

To inftance, that overgrown Error of St. Peter’s 25 Years Pontificate, and the 
forg’d Martyrdoms afcrib’d to Dioclefian, before his eighth Confulate, here alfo are 
mark’d out the Series of the Perfecutions of the Church, as alfo the State of the Ro- 
man Empire in thofe difmal times; and that thofe Tyrants did not as commonly is 
believ'd, freely lay down, but with much difficulty and uniwillingnefs, put off the Jmpe- 
iial Purple. 

This 
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Tliis Work doth perfectly exprefs the Elegant Style of Lafantius : M. Baluzius 
publith’d it firft at Paris, with Learned Notes : fince when it hath likewife been Re- 
printed at Oxford ; with its Jmperfections fupply’d by the Conjectures of the Bifhop of 
St. Afaph, Iaac Voffius, and other Learned Men : And there is added to this Edition 
of the Deaths of the Perfecuters, likewife feveval Difcourfes of the Deaths of them 
who fuffer’d thofe Perfecutions ; which may be as a Speciimen, that the Hiffory of Mar- 
tyrs is not fo contaminated by the Legends of impofing Men, but that there are fome 
things remaining which reprefent the Primitive Purity and Simplicity, andmay give 
light to Ecclefiattical Learning.

, iy would be tolittle purpofe to be acquainted with the Difeafes Man’s Body is fubje& 
to, if we were ignorant in the mean while of the Remedies againft them. °Tis this 
the Author difcourfes of in this Treatife ; and becaufe the Remedies he mentions are 
taken from Herbs, Roots, Fruits, Woods, Juices, Gums, Animals, Stones, Minerals, 
and Metals, after having apply’d them to every particular Difeafe, he gives the Nawnes, 
and explains the Vertwes of all thefe. So he fays, that the Root of Anemone being 
apply’d to Womens Breafts produces great ftore of Milk: That the Root of Wild 
Cucumer apply’d to the Fayxts, diffipates and diffolves the Humours which the Gout has 
drawn to thofe parts: That Gentian is excellent againft the Bitings of Scorpions : 
That the Lilly of the Valley is a foveraign Remedy againft the beating of the Heart, 
and Musk for its Palpitations and Swoonings : That the Flefh of a. Crayfifh reduc’d 
to Powder is fo Cordialand Alexiterial , that being taken with the Root of Gentian, 
_and other the like things, it refifts all forts of Poifons, particularly that communicated 
by the biting of amaed Dog: That the Brains of a Hare boil’d or roafted, wonderfully 


ftrengthens the Nerves : That the Gall of a Weafel, mingled with the Juyge of Fennel, 
cures the Catayaés of the Eyes ; That the Fle/b of the fame Creature broil’d or dry’d, 
and powder’d, taken to the quantity of two Drams, is a prefent and effectual Remedy 
againft all Poifons ; And laftly, the Blood of it is foveraign againft the Falling-fickne/s. 

There is 2 great Number of the like Remarks and Obferyations, which the Reader 
may readily find in the Book it felf.

He Original of Barnacles has not been well underftood hitherto... Some have be- 
liev’d, that thereare in England or Scotland, Trees whofe Fruit rojl’d up in the 
Leaves, being come to maturity, fall into the Water, receive Life there, and be- 
come fo many Birds. Others have pretended, that thefe Birds breed from the Putre- 
faction of fome Planks of Wood, floating in the Sea; that they ftick to thefe 
Planks by their Beaks ; that they receive their Nourifhment from thence, and after- 
wards being perfectly form’d, they get loofe and fly away, There are others who 
have judg’d betterof what is found upon thefe Planks, and who have taken them for 
fo many real Shel/s, as in effect they are; but they will have it, that ’tis in thefe 
Shells that the Birds are form’d, which come out of them when they are in their 
full perfection. Laftly, there are others that maintain, that the Barzacles ave real 
Ducks, or Scotch-Geefe, bred by a Cock and Hen, which hatch their Eggs after the fame 
manner with other Birds. 

As there arenone of thefe forts of Trees which the firft fuppofe in England, it is 
eafie to conclude, that the firft of thefe Opinions is a very grofs Error. The Expe- 
rience of the Shells. that are found on thefe Boards floating on the Sea, demonttrates 

the 
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the cond Opinion to be groundlefS, in that it is very difficult toconceive how perfe& 
Animals thould be bred out of Corruption, And we plainly perceive by Experience 
that thefe Shells inftead of bringing forth Ducks, contain nothing but a {mall kind of 
Fifth, without either Blood, Flefh or Bone, having nothing common with a Bird bat 
what 2 prepoffefs’d'Fancy attributes to it. So there remains only the fourthof thefe 
Opinions that is or can pafs for true. 

’Tis this that our Author eftablifhes, after having refuted all the reft. For as 
there is afcrib’d tothefe forts of Birds a Production, which the Schools term equivocal 
or fpontaneous, only becaufe none has hitherto feen either their Z¢gs, or their Nefts, 
and becaufe they were thought to come always from England or Scothand, by reafon 
of the great quantity: there is found of them upon the Coafts of England and the 
adjacent Ifles ; this Author makes it appear by the Report of the Hollanders, whofe 
Teitimony he looks upon as decretory in this cafe ;: that Barnacles, which they call 

“#8 or-@aufen,are bred in the Northern parts ; that there chey couple together, lay 
and hatch their Eggs, as Gerard de Veer affirms im his third Navigation by the North 
to have feen in Green/and-with his Companions ; that they have driven them from 
their Nefts, and taken away-and eaten about threefCore of their Eggs. And if we 
have been ignorant hitherto of fuch plain Matter of Fa&, ’tis becaute none that we 
yct know of has been under the Latitude of 80 Degrees; much lef$ hath there been 
known any Land ‘thereabouts where was either Herbs or Leafs (although in Nova 

»Zembra, which is in76 Degrees, there are neither Leats nor Herbs) wherein the Bar- 
nacles might hatch their Eggs. 

He confirms this Opinion moft efpecially, bythe Teftimony of Bellonius, Albertus 
“Magnus, anda certain Religious Perfon of his acquaintance worthy of credit, who 
affure us that they have feen thefe forts of Birds lay their Eggs, hatch them, and 
bring uptheir young ones; aad laftly by what Anatomy difcovers in their Bodies, where 
the difference of Sexes does vifibly appear, the Males having all the fame Parts as 
common. Drakes, andthe Females having their Ovarza as other Birds. Whence ‘he 
concludes them to be truly fuch, that they are engendred and bred as all other Birds, 
and that we do indeavour in vain to find out extraordinary ways of their Produ- 
ction.

He Skill which Seignor Yer/e hath acquir’d in turning, hath begot in him the ¢e- 
fign to makeal! the Parts of Human Bodiesin their natural proportion and [im- 
metry ; to theend that the Curious, and even the Ladies themfelves might {ee without 
horror at all times the defCription of all thofe parts. He hath begun by the Con- 
ftruction of the Eye, in the laying open of which, even the moft fubril Zumics, fach 
as he calls the Vitreous, are difcover’d ; One may judge to what nicety this Work may 
arrive, by two other rare pieces which he hath turn’d: Thefe are two Veffels, where- 
of the one ahandand half high hath been drawn out of a piece of Ivory, weighing 
Four Pound ; and the other of Thirteen Inches ,and Four Inches and a half in its greatett 
Bredth ; and notwithftanding the firft of thefe Veffels being finifh’d, was found to 
weigh but half an Ounce, and the other Two Ounces and Three Drams of Florence 
weight ; they were alfo fo fine and tranfparent , that one might eafily read through 
them. 
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
